FREDERICKSBURG, Va., Sept. 24.— 
Four mills on the Lower Rappahannock 
have been washed away. Greatdamage 
has been done to the crops and other} 
property. | 

IN NEW JERSEY. 

TRENTON, N.J., Sept. 24.—The 

freshet here causes damage estimated 


0-tf | at about $200,000. Assanpenk creek 


is overflowed. Rubber mills, potteries, 
factories, slaughter houses, ice houses, 
dwellings, barns and stables are sub- 
merged and many buildings carried 
off. Railroad tracks, depots and bridges 
are washed away. 

PLAINFIELD, N. Y., Sept. 24 —The 
French dam gave way last night, and 
the flood carried away a number of 
buildings. A large hole was washed 
through French’s four-story carriage 
works. ._The'Grove street bridge was 
swept away, as well as most all the 
other bridges between the city and 
Greenbrook. 'I'hree stone bridges on 
Cedar creek were demolished at Stony 
brook by the overflow. It destroyed a 
large section of Somerset street. The 
Lehigh Valley railroad bridge and a 
long stretch of. track were washed 
away. The Central Railroad New 
Jersey depot was overflowed and the 
platforms washed away. The banks 
of the Delaware and Raritan canal 
gave way, and one lock has been de- 
stroyed. 
JERSEY City, Sept. 24.—There was 
immense damage in Hudson county, 
N.J. Entire sectionsof Jersey City 
and Hoboken are inundated, the in- 
habitants taking refuge on the upper 
foors. The Jersey avenue wooden 
pavement was washed into the mouth 
of the sewers, completely choking|. 
them. The water backing, swept into 
the houses. A section of one of the 
main sewers, 28x6 feet, was lifted 
bodily out of place and the waters 
dashed into the air thirty feet. Dwel- 
lers on the meadows were rescued by 
boats and rafts. The new tunnel of 
$0 | the New York, Ontario and Western 
Railroad was damaged to the extent of 
between $80,000 and $100,000. The 
western outlet of the tunnel opens into 
an open cut about three quarters of a 


‘|mile long, with walls 65 feet high. 


It gave way and the immense amount 
of sand and rocks were swept into the 
cut.

_ Newua Sept. 23, 1882.—The_busi- 
ness prospects of our pleasently situated 
little town were never better than at 
present. Newhall is destined at no 
distant day to be an important business 
center. The developments in the oil 
country continue very favorable, and 
lumber and machinery are being re- 


ceived here daily. A large warehouse 
is being erected near the depot by the 
oil company for the storage of oil and 
machinery.

Santa Barbara is supplied with 
water by the Santa Barbara Water 
Company, a private corporation, de- 
riving its supply from a small stream 
heading in the Santa Ynez range of 
mountains, about four miles from the 
city. 

On August 28th I found about 309,- 
000 gallons per day running in the 
creek, of which 160,000 gallons were 
conducted to the city by the company. 
The storage capacity of the reservoir 
is about 1,000,000 gallons, and of the 
tank (near the Mission Church) about
